British and French Warships 
May Patrol Italy’s Seas to 
Enforce ‘Anti-Piracy’ Pact 


Geneva,

threat of an Anglo-French warship 
patrol

Italy’s

emerged ominously today from the 
"anti-piracy” conference at Nyon. 
Informed persons at the Nyon 
parley, where nine European powr-

Germany self-ex- 
cluded—were trying to uproot the 
potential sprouts of a second world 
war, said Emender Mussolini would 
be invited to patrol the Tyrrhenian 
sea against pirate submarines.
